From a tactical pointy of view the 


neighborhood of St. Mihiel. with its 
eharp salient, offers a logical place 
for 
a 
German attack. 
A drive 


through St. Mihiel to the southwest, 
it is considered might have a triple 
object—the menacing of Barle-duc, 
the outflanking of Verdun from the 
rear and the elimination of the sal- 
ient which has its apex at Verdun. 


For the moment, at least, perhaps 


permenently, the allies have stopped 
the enemy at the Marne. 
Many en- 


gagements of a tactical nature may 
be exepcted even if the Germans de- 
cide it is useless to continue their ef- 
forts along the Marne and elect to 
hit the allied line at other places. Tn» 
position of the railways and the for- 
mation of the terrain northwest and 
north of Barle-duc offer the Germans 
an opportunity. 
Of course, what the 


future holds for the American forces 
around St. Mihiel is not known, but 
the salient there is being discussed 
as a possibility not to be lost sight 
of. 


Another place which is likely to 


see more 
fighting is the 
sector 


around Montdidier where 
American 


troops recently 
captured 
Cantigny. 


Another important point at 
which 


American troops are stationed is the 
territory 
around 
Chateau-Thierry. 


It may be considered 
certain that 


whatever the future holds, the Amer- 
ican forces undoubtedly will partici- 
pa'te in some hard fighting.

eged activities of the seven persons 
against whom indictments charging 
conspiracy to commit treason and 
conspiracy to commit espionage were 
returned here yesterday by a federal 
grand jury. 
Meanwhile, five of the seven are 


being held without bail to await WlaTT 
The one woman indicted—Madame 
Maria K. DeVictorica-—is a prisoner 
on Ellis Island, while four of the six 
men—Carl Rodiger, William Robin- 
son, Albert P} Fricke and Emil Kip- 
per—are in Tombs prison. 
Two 


others—Jeremiah A. O'Leary, prom- 
inent American Sinn Feiner, and 
John T. Ryan, a Buffalo lawyer— 
are fugitives. The indictments name 
two others—Rudolph Binder and 
Hugo Schweitzer—both of whom died 
,ast year. 
Foremost among the five men who 


appeared 
in 
court ^as Madame 


DeVictorica, also known to the fed- 
eral authorities under various names. 
She is accredited as a baroness and 
reported to be related to the empress 
of Germany. 
Since her arrival in 


:his 
country 
shortly 
before 
the 


United 
States 
entered 
the war, 


Madame DeVictorica had maintained 
suites at many prominent hotels, and 
it is said dispensed money with a 
reckless abandon. 


She and Rodiger are accused of 


being German spies. It is said Rod- 
iger. was formerly a lieutenant com- 
mander in the German navy and en- 
tered this country by means of a 
fraudulent passport. 


Members of the group are accused 


of assisting Madame DeVictorica and 
Rodiger in establishing means of 
communication with Germany and 
procuring chemicals and other ingre- 
dients for the manufacture of bombs 
to be placed on docks, transports and 
vessels carrying military supplies.

raiders may be expected, it was said, 
and Atlantic coast: waters must riot 
henceforth be considered as subma- 
rine proof. The navy department 
will not venture a prediction today as 
to whether the craft which preyed 
upon American coastwise 
shipping 


early in the week'might still be lurk- 
ing in waters on this side of the 
Atlantic. It was said that the vigil- 
ance of patrols in no wise had been 
lessened nor would it be decreased 
even after it was 
safely 
assumed 


that the submarines had returned to 
their home ports. 
The latest dispatch made public by 


the navy department concerning the 
raiders was the announcement last 
night of the sinking late Wednesday 
of the Norwegian steamer Vinland of 
1,193 tons,'65 miles off the Virginia 
capes. The crew of the Vmland was 
landed safely at Cape May, N. J., yes- 
terday. The sinking of the Vinland 
followed that of the British steamer 
Harpathian by nine hours and occur- 
red 35 miles nearer the 
Virginia 


coast. 
Bombs were used in the at- 


tack on the Vinland.

Paris, Juno 8.—In an article in 


the Matin, dealing with the recent 
appointment of the Paris committee 
'of defense, Frederick Brunet, a so- 
cialist deputy says: 
% 
"By another drive made without 


regard to sacrifices, the Germans, if 
thev did not enter Paris, 
perhaps 


could approach near enough to hold 
the capital under fire of long range 
guns, not, as now, for an Intermittent 
bombardment, but for methodic per- 
manent fire. 
"Such conditions would render in- 


dustrial life impossible and the gov- 
ernments will to resist must not be 
influenced by the fear of sacrificing 
the lives of non-combatants or by 
fear of the consequences which a 
cessation of the output of the muni- 
tion factories surrounding the capi- 
tal would entail." 


M. Brunet highly approves 
the 


formation of the committee. 
"Even the most unlikely, the most 


extreme possibilities ought 
to be 


considered," he says. "Until Ameri- 
can contingents can turn the scale of 
effectives in our favor 
Although I 


am convinced that our armies will 
keep the enemy far enough from the 
capital to preve.nt the horrors of an 
intensive bombardment, all measures 
should be taken to fortify the de- 
fense and insure the safety of the 
aged and children. 
^"Paris cannot be abandoned. 
It 


must be defended with energy, for it 
is a supreme retreat where the fate 
of the country might be decided, and 
every thing ou?ht to be subordinated 
to its preservation. So long as Ger- 
many seeks to impose domination by 
force no peace is possible and but one 
duty is imposed upon us—to fight 
and" conquer." 


The committee in question whose 


duly is to defend the Paris area will 
not only study plans 'to meet 
the 


threat of invasion, which is regarded 
as improbable, but will deal with the 
problem caused by night air 
raids 
and the long range bombardment 
says a Havas agency review of the 
committee's work wliich summarizes 
the newspaper comment. 


The committee will also take into 


consideration the question 
of* the 


morale of the population with the 
confident assumption that while the 
enemy can srtike at, he cannot break 
down the resolution or courage of 
the people.

Paris, June 8.—New progress was 


made by the French last night in the 
region between the Marne and the 
Ourcq, northwest of Chateau-Thisi ry, 
the war office announced today. 


In this sector French troops have 


pushed their way tnrough Chezy to 
its eastern outskirts and have reach- 
ed the western edge ot Dammard vil- 
lage. 


In the district south of Veuilly-la- 


Poterie tine Germans made two vio- 
lent attacks along the Bouresches-Le- 
Thiolet fiont. 
The enemy was re- 


pulsed with heavy losses 
in each 


case. 


"South of the Aisne there was 


great artillery activity, notably in the 
region of Faverolles. 
Southeast of 


Ambleny the French improved their 
positions during* the night. South of 
the Ourcq they continued their pres- 
sure and realized new progress. 


"The French have carried 
their 


lines as far as the western outskirts 
of Dammard and east of Chezy and 
more than kilometer north of Veuil- 
ly-La-Porterie. 
They 
have 
taken 


about 50 prisoners. 


"Further south the Germans made 


two violent attacks against positions 
reconquered by the French 
on the 


front from Bouresches to La Thiolet 
The French broke these assaults and 
the enemy 
suffered 
heavy 
losses 


without "obtaining any advantage. 


"On the rest of the front the night 


was comparatively calm."

GERMANS SLOWLY YIELDING.

Allied pressure against the Ger- 


man lines northwest

Thierry shows no indication of relax- 
ation. The enemy having yielded 
readily to the first 
thrust against 


him Thursday, the entente 
forces 


have pursued their advantages and 
are realizing new progress ia a series 
of local operations. The whole Ger- 
man line at the tip of the salient 
driven into the allied front has been 
pushed back in this process. 
The 


allied line is now astride the Clig- 
non river and points of vantage have 
been secured north of that stream 


According to reports from the 


front the attack of Thursday began 
over a front of about three miles but 
the reaction has spread until now it 
extends from Hill 204, west of Chat- 
eau-Thierry to Dammard, over seven 
miles to the northwest. All along 
this line, allies have won with en- 
couraging rapidity. 
The official statement issued by 


the French war office mentions two 
violent attacks against the Boures- 
ches-La-Thiolet line. It is on -this 
section of the new battle line 
that 


the American marines have been in 
action and they probably are still 
fighting with their initial vigor. 


According to1 official 
statements 


the heights east of Hautevesnes have 
been taken by the 
French, 
which, 


may indicate that a wedge nas been 
driven into the German lines north 
of the Clignon and that the retire- 
ment of the Germans further north, 
at Chezy and "Dammard, may hav.e 
been accelerated by the Banger o£ 
being trapped by the rapidly advanc- 
ing -allies. 


Further north the French 
have 


improved their positions in the neigh- 
borhood of Ambieny, while at Faver- 
olles, in the Villers-Cotterets area, a 
violent bombardment is reported.'- 


Patrol engagements of a 'minor na- 


ture are reported from the -British 
front.

The govern- 
ment has always insisted that it won 
a great victory, but the Germans 
know very well that it has not ven- 
tured out since, and most of them 
are intelligent enoiigh to know what 
that means.

TROOPER SGOH 


WAS GREETED BY 


LARGE AUDIENCE 


The high school auditorium was 


filled to capacity last night to hear 
Trooper 'Herbert H. Scott tell of his 
experiences in the eastern campaign 
of the great war. 
His talk was of 


especial interest because of the fact 
that he was the first to tell of what 
has been going on, on that front, to 
the people of this city. 


Before Trooper Scott spoke, Ser- 


geant Major Holt—one of the Can- 
adian soldiers who assisted in the 
war chest campaign here—was in- 
troduced by Chairman A. E. Willert, 
and in a few words spoke of the 
campaign in Coshocton, in which that 
city doubled its quota and also stated 
that in 1914 he had met Trooper 
Scott at Salisbury Plains, England, 
and had not met him since until at 
Costiocton last week. 


After being introduced by the 


chairman, Trooper Scott stated that 
he was in the city of Brussels, Bel- 
gium, at the time of the outbreak of 
the war and was working on a big 
engineering contract there. 
He is 


27 years of age, and a native of Dune- 
din, New Zealand. 
While the Ger- 


man hordes were pouring through 
Brussels he stood at the railroad sta- 
tion and watched them pass 
for 


hours. 
He saw the Huns turn over 


innocent-looking soup signs hanging 
upon the buildings and on the 'back 
of them there was maps of the sur- 
rounding country; tennis courts were 
cleared of their surface and under 
them were found concrete founda- 
tions for their big guns; bungaloes on 
German estates were dismantled by 
the Huns and it was found that they 
were merely gun positions and com- 
manded a territory from 20 to 30 
miles. This accounts for the fact that 
within one day their big 14-inch guns 
were in place and ready to be fired, 
for large stores of ammunition had 
also been stored in the bungaloes and 
on the estates. 


Trooper Scott escaped from Bel- 


gium hy bicycle, riding almost alto- 
gether at night, and finally arrived at 
London. He then volunteered to as- 
sist in the relief of Belgium refugees. 
While engaged in this work he met a 
young Belgian girl, who told him 
that her brother had been placed 
against a wall and shot by the mur- 
derers for defending her 
honor. 


This, he said, was the direct cause 
of his enlistment as he was determin- 
ed to avenge the death of this girls' 
brother. After a short training he 
was sent to Alexandria, E<;ypt, and 
engaged in his first fight on January 
29, 1915, and, he said, at that time 
England was not as well prepared as 
the United States was at the begin- 
ning of the war. 
During this first 


battle they had no ammunition and 
they depended solely upon their bay- 
onets. Their motto was: "In God 
we trust; leave the rest to the bay- 
onet." 


He gave a vivid description of the 


battle of the Dardanelles and this 
battles is one that will stand out 
above all others in the war. The 
allied troops upon landing had to 
scale an almost impassible cliff in 
the face of the machine guns of the 
Turks. The edge of the water had 
been guarded with barbed wire and 
sharp steel spikes, and as they jump- 
ed from the boats to the water many 
landed upon these spikes, which 
went clear through them. 
In tihs 


battle the allies out of 350,000 men 
lost 268,000—probably the greatest 
casualty list in comparison with the 
number engaged during the war. 
Much criticism has been given this 
battle as one of the greatest mis- 
takes of the war, but, he said, "this 
was a d 
lie," and that it was 


the greatest bit of German propa- 
ganda that originted in Berlin. 
This 


was the cause of delaying the Bui- 
gars five months in their prepara- 
tions; was the cause of Italy join- 
ing the allies, and has kept the Turks 
on the eastern front together. 
If 


this battle had not taken place all 
these allies of Germany would have 
been on the western front and the 
war would have been probably over 
in the time the Huns expected it to 
be. with a German victory. 


Trooper Scott was wounded in the 


hip in this battle and lay for 21 ours 
between the fire of the Turks and 
the allies. 
He was then removed to 


a hospital in Egypt. 


In regard to the end of the war, 


he said it would come when the 
tricolors—the Union Jack and the 
Stars and Stripes—were waving from 
the highest pinnacle of Potsdam. 


Speaking of the American forces, 


he compared them to a great cloud 
arising upon the horizon, and when 
the time came they would not come 
in the form of a rain or cyclone, but 
a perfect deluge. He said that they 
would show the world that they 
could walk any place on the slobe, 
and that if anything was said to them 
by the Huns, they would tell them 
"to go to h—."
